Shocking Tragedy in Braintree. 


“Five Corners” 
was last Sunday the 
foulest murders ever committed in this 
State. The particulars have been graphic- 
ally described in the daily press and are 
probably familiar to most of the Parrior 
readers. Miss Mehitable White, the victim, 
was a respectable maiden lady of consider- 


in the town of Braintree 


able means, who with the exception of a 
hi man, lived alone and run quite a 
farm. During the summer she is said to 


most of whom were obtained through a 
Boston agency.

crime. He arrived only the Monday pre- 
| Vious, and continued to work on the farm 
until Saturday evening, since which time 


| he has been missing. 


The murder was not discovered until 
Sunday afternoon, when Ernest W. Den- 
nett, a nephew of the unfortunate lady, 
called. He was unable to get in, and after 
being informed by a neighbor that no one 
had been seen about the house that day, he 
went home and shortly after returned with 
They found the 
doors of the house all locked, and were 
obliged to break in. Everything about the 
house was in confusion, and it was evident 
that the rooms had been ransacked. 
Neither the old lady nor the hired man 
The sear’vers went to the 
barn near by, the doors of which 
also locked. ‘They burst in the doors, 
and after a careful inspection, a human 
hand was seen protuding from a pile of

hay. ‘The covering was quickly thrown off 
and the horribly mutilated body of Miss 
| White was brought to light. The body 
was lying face downward, the feet and 
}hands were bound with hay ropes, the 
throat was cut from ear to ear as though 
by a razor, and there was an ugly wound 
on the head behind the right ear. 

The authorities were at once notified and 
took charge of the premises. Officers 


Curtis, Faxon and Rowell made an exam- 
ination, and Chief Wade and Medical Ex- 
aminer Tower were notified. The latter 
viewed the remains at 7:0 r. M., and they 


were subsquently brought to Undertaker 
Hall in Quincy. State Detective Emery of 
Hyde Park arrived at 8:50 Pp. M., and took 


charge of the Boston authorities 
were immediately notified. 

Thompson is described by the neighbors 
as a hard looking character; his height was 
about 5 feet, 11 inches; weight, 180 pounds: 
aged 50 years; black hair and full black 
beard, slightly tinged with gray. Efforts 
have been made to trace him which have 
been unsuccessful. He brought with him 
on his arrival a zine trunk without hand les 
and bound by a small rope. This same 
trunk was presented to the baggage master 
at South Braintree late Saturday afternoon 
and fowarded to Boston. Thompson is be- 
lieved to have followed in the evening and

It Is Expected He

Will Be Prominent tn 
Adnivistration. 

Henderson’s prominence in 
the Republican party dates fully thirty 
years back, he having been one of the 
very few Republicans of any appreciable 
intluence in the state of Missouri before 
the civil war. At that time, when the 
state was one of the strongest of the 
strongholds of the Democratic party, 
Gratz Brown, John B., Henderson and Carl 
Shurz were the recognized leaders of the 


small minority which represented the 
Republican party there. So far as po- 
litical position went, however, this promi- 
nence was before the war an idle distinc- 
tion, and there seemed no possible pros- 
pect of the minority ever succeeding to 
power,

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STURDY LIFE SAVERS. 


SOME INFORMATION IN REGARD TO 
SOME MEN OF BRAVERY. 


How They Rescue People from the Rag- 
ing Fury of the Winds and the Waves. 
How the Service Was Organized and 
What It Has Done. 


Every night during the long winter 
months a line of men patrols the Atlan- 
tic coast. It reaches from Maine to 
Florida. If it were stretched out from 
New York straight across the continent 
one end would touch Omaha. This line 
is broken in places, but in every danger- 
ous locality, in spots where in stormy 
weather the merciless elements are ready 
to cast up their human freight on the 
shore, a man stands watching, looking 
seaward with a keen and practiced eye, 
ready at the slightest sign to give the 

. signal and start the work of rescue. 

These men are the patrolmen of the 
Life Saving service. they are tried and 
true. Their weather beaten faces attest 
the fact of their long service in the cause 
of humanity. 

In stormy weather there is nothing 
that the sailor dreads so much as the 
proximity of land. There are few ves- 
sels which, when well handled, cannot 
weather the heaviest gale that blows if 
they have plenty of sea room; but a lee 
shore is a sailor’s bugbear. The Atlantic 
coast is dotted with seaport towns. It is 
in approaching these ports in heavy 
weather that ships encounter the most 
danger. 

From Cape Hatteras to Cape Cod the 
coast is probably more favorable to ship- 
wrecks than any other coast line in the 
world. This is due to the fact that the 
northerly and easterly winds have a ten- 
dency to set the currents down along the 
coast. An easterly wind is almost sure 
to be accompanied by a fog or haze. 
When a vessel has a northeasterly gale, 
astrong current which sets in toward 
the coast north of Cape Hatteras from the 
Banks and a fog to contend with, she 
is in a tight box. 

It has been said that if the vessels 
which have been wrecked on the New 
Jersey coast alone could be placed in a 
line, end for end, they would reach from 
Barneg rat to Sandy Hook. Such, how- 
ever, is the Vigilance of the life saving 
service that during the last year out of 
3,950 persons involved in wrecks on 

United States coasts, only 17 lives were 
lost. This is indeed a remarkable show- 
ing, and it would seem in the matter of 
saving lives imperiled by shipwreck as 
if human ingenuity had raechonl its ut- 
most limit. 

It is impossible for the mind unaccus- 
tomed to the dangers of the sea to con- 
ceive of the horrors of a wreck. The 
railroad accident comes unawares. Death 
by burning is not prolonged. The mid- 
night assassin gives no warning. Elec- 
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tricity isten thousand times quicker than 
thought. Indeed, most of the calamities 
which unnaturally deprive men of their 
lives and which are common to human- 
ity come without warning. Men sutler 
least when in the act of dying. But to 
the victim of a shipwreck providence 
deals out with no unsparing hand the 
awful agony of suspense. The sea is 
slow to claim its dead; it toys with its 
victims like a cat with a mouse. Ina 
storm at sea the he avy hand of nature is 
felt in all its sublimity and awfulness.

| Gastronomic Suggestions Concerning the 
Observance of This Annual Festival.

No other festival is so universally cele- 
brated throughout Christendom as is 
Christmas, and no festival carries with it 
quite such a spirit of joyousness apart

from its own inherent reasons for joyous- 


ness. Century after century poetry and 
art have been adding to the associations of 
the Christ child’s day new and beautiful 
conceptions and associations more than 
making up for the gradual dropping off 
of the grosser traditions and delights of 
the Christmas of our early I ish an- 
cestors, when ‘the mightiest ale was 
broached and the boar’s head grimly 
stared” as the ‘*wassail cup” went round. 

But if there is less **wassail” the an- 
nual feast known as the Christmas din- 
ner remains an interesting feature in the 
programme of the day's celebration. 

There is less novelty in modern Christ- 
mas fare than in any other yearly feast 
except Thanksgiving. The time hon- 
ored mince pie ranks first as standard 
Christmas dessert, although a real Eng- 
lish plum pudding may t>':c its place, 
when both are not provided. It is to the 
Saxons that we are indebted as the orig- 
inators of the fruity ice pic. The 
Saxon kings and nobles always had a pie 
upon their Christmas tables, sometimes 
so large as to till up the width of the 
board. These were often used as a 
means of presenting surprises in the way 
of gifts that were hidden underneath the 
crust. To such e 3s was the mince 
vie carried that Cromwell and his fol- 
ec s looked wit ror upon it, and 
the Scotch and English Presbyterians 
adonted imstead what they called plum 
porridge, and from this plum porridge 
was gradually evolved the English plum 
pudding. which today stands as the 
great rival of the mince pie. 

In place of the boar’s head and stout 
sirloin, we long ago adopted that national 
bird, the turk which in tLe past few 
years has given way in some households 
to the 0Se.

Pour over a gillof sherry and 
set away ina cool place. Just before 
boiling the pudding add eight eggs and 
enough sweet cream to moisten it. 
This is Miss Corson’s receipt, and she 
ays, **Now let all the young ladies of 
ihe house descend and in turn vigor- 
ously stir the fruity compound for good 
luck Butter the water tight pudding 
mold, dust with flour, and pack the 
yudding in, allowing a couple of inches 
fur the pudding to swell. Boil or steam 
for ten pies and do not open the mold 
until the pudding is ready toserve. Just 
before using boil again for two hours. 
Just before serving pour over it a glass 
of brandy or rum, sef it on fire and send 
in blazing. The sauce is made of equal 
quantities of butter and sugar flavored 
with rum or brandy. 

There is one thing we have not all 
learned, and that is, that heaven has not 
granted us stomachs according to our 
wealth.

For 
that reason there is no use of providing a 
menu so extensive that even a Christm:

DISEASES OF HORSES. 


THE WAY QUACKS MALTREAT ANI- 
MALS FOR IMAGINARY DISEASES. 


“Hook in the Eye” and “Lampers’’—Some 
Cruel Delusions of Local Quack Veteri- 
nary Surgeons—The Establishment and 


Endowment of Veterinary Schools. 


(Special Correspondence. } 

Cincinnati, Nov. 29.—An imaginary 
disease of the horse 1s “‘hook in the eye.” 
When the membranes covering the eye 
become inflamed or enlarged one of these 
ignoramuses learnedly pronounces it a 
“hook in the eye,” and proceeds to re- 
move from the eye by cutting one of the 
most useful attachments which nature 
has provided. 

Lampas, or *‘lampers,” is another very 
| popular form of disease with the charla- 
tans. Veterinarians differ in opinionsas 
to whether such a disease exists at all or 


not. The gums of a young horse some- 
times become so enlarged as to be level 
with or to extend above the teeth. Oc- 
casionally two or three incisions are 
made to relieve them of their congested 
condition. But in good health in young 
horses, while the teeth are growing, the 
gums are naturally full and round and 
solid. The young horse is usually 
allowed to run at large without 
grooming. On this account his skin 
becomes dirty, ¢ pecially where the 
hair is thick, as about the root of 
the tail. Consequently mange develops 
about the tail. As a result the young 
horse is continually rubbing his tail 
against the fence or a post or the sides of 
the stall or any other object that comes 
The local quack immedi- 


traries perhaps, that since the symptoms 
ap] in the tail the disease must be 
located in the other extremity, and 
diagnoses it as a case of *“‘lampers.” The 
mouth is examined and the xums are 
found full and round and solid as they 
ought to be. The ‘swelling” of the gums 
is pointed out to the credulous owner, 
and the necessity of some heroic treat- 
ment to meet the urgent emergency of 
the case is placed before him. Occasion 
ally the “professor” is satisfied with 
merely hacking the gums with a sharp 
pointed knife into a condition closely re- 
sembling fresh sausage meat. But many | 
times this is not suflicient, and, having 
peo ured a red hot iron, he proceeds to 
surn out the swelling with a barbarism 
unapproached by the native American 
savages in the torture of their prisoners, | 
and equaled only in the wholesale appli 
cation of the branding irons in a “round | 
up” on the ranches of our great western | 
“cattle kings.” 
When a horse becomes lame in the} 
nd extremities the learned horseolo- | 
gists, unable to discover the real cause of | 
the lameness, satisfy themselves and} 
their patrons by declaring that “this stifle | 
bone is out.” The luxation of the stifle} 
bone—patella—is not of very frequent} 
occurrence. When it does occur it is not | 
in many cases from accident or violence 
such as might be operative in the dislo 
cation of the hip joint or the fracture of 
some of the bones of the leg. It arises 
most freque ntly from spasin, or cramp, | 
or paralysis of some of the adjacent 
muscle A veterinary surgeon received 
a message to come quickly to see a horse 
with his “stifle out.” He found the horse 
doing all in his power to inform the 
owner and the idle onlookers that his 
stifle was not out. He had perfect con-} 
trol over the limb, but planted his toe on 
the ground and raised his foot in a pecu 
liar manner, just as a horse will do when | 
lame in the foot. The surgeon at once 
examined the foot and found it much 
hotter than its fellows. The owner, no- 
ticing this examination, immediately in- 
terfered, with the remark, ‘There is no 
trouble in the foot.” But the surgeon 
quickly satisfied him of his mistake by} 
extracting nail two inches in length 
from the cleft of the frog. 

Another case is reported where a horse 
had run away and tt own himself, caus 
ing great lameness. His owner and a! 
number of volunteers decided that he 
was “‘stifled,” and a ‘stifle shoe"—a shoe 
raised up two or three inches from the 
ground—was attached to the opposite 
foot and the animal compelled to 
walk about on this stilt so as 
to “throw the stifle in” again. 
The horse died in twenty-four hours 
from his horrible suffering. Dissection 
by a veterinary surgeon who had seen 
the horse and advised that he be killed at | 
once to end his suffering, showed that his 
diagnosis had been correct, and that the 
ilium, the upper part of the hip bone, 
was fractured, Another form of ‘stifle 
shoe” frequently used by blacksmiths 
and stablemen is a high heeled shoe put | 
on the lame foot, throwing it upon the 
toe, and usually inflicting untold agony 
upon the poor suffering beast.

It is a popular theory that wounds and 
sores on an animal must be treated by 
the copious application of astringent oils 
and liniments, heated before application. 

When at a loss fora diagnosis, the 
charlatan often decides that the kidneys 
are the seat of the trouble, and proceeds, 
by blistering in the most vigorous man- 
ner, totake off nost ofthe hair and a} 
good portion of the skin from faithful 
old Dobbin’'s back and sides. 

A case is mentioned of tetanus, or 
lockjaw, in which oil of turpentine was 
applied freely to both cheeks, causing 
such intense pain that the muscular 
spasms were rendered more severe, caus- 
ing the death of the animal on the fol- 
lowing day. 

A horse suffering from lameness in 
the foreleg was severely blistered on the 
opposite leg. 

A steer, lyi 


ng prostrated with an in- 
curable lung trouble, was most cruelly 
tortured by a course of pepper and salt 
treatment for ‘wolf in the tail.” 

A foundered horse was blistered for 
lung trouble. 

A colt a few weeks old was givena 
pint of melted lard, together with suf- 
ficient aloes for a grown horse. Result, 
death in a few hours. 

Horses suffering excruciating pain and 
desiring to lie down are compelled to 
kee» moving about. 

These are but a few illustrations of the | 
maltreatment of sick, diseased and in-| 
jured animals that might be multiplied 
indefinitely. Far worse matters than| 
those mentioned are reported in connec- 
tion with the parturition of animals 
caused by malformation, malpresenta- 
tion, accidents, and in other ways.
